What will the angel of the 
waters say about the judgment sent 
on the inhabitants? 

Ans. He will proclaim the Lord 
righteous because of this judgment, 
though men are perishing for water. 

Ques. Why will causing the inhabi- 
tants to drink blood be referred to as 
a righteous judgment? 

Ans. Because they have shed the 
bleod of saints and prophets they will, 
therefore, be forced to drink blood. 
Verse 6. 

Ques. Who will at this time con- 
fizm the statement that this isa 
righteous judgment? 

Ans. Another from the altar said, 
“Bven so, Lord God Almighty, true 
and righteous are thy judgments.” 

Ques. What will take place with the 
outpouring of the fourth vial? 

Ans. The sun will scorch men with 
fire. 

Ques. Will they repent under this 
great plague? 

Ans. No. They will be so given to 
Satan that they will not repent, but 
blaspheme God because of the plagues. 

Ques. Where will the fifth vial be 
poured? 

Ans. It will be poured upon the 
seat of the beast. 

Ques. What is meant by this? 

Ans. Doubtless, this means the place 
where the antichrist has his throne. 
The Syriae says, “Poured his cup up- 
en the throne.” 


Ques. What happens in his kingdom? 

Ans. Darkness settles down over his 
kingdom. 

Ques. Is this spiritual darkness? 

Ans. No. This will have already 
been settled down on them but this 
is literal darkness as it was over the 
Egyptians, which was so dark that 
they could feel the darkness but it 
didn’t effeet the children of Israel. 
This will effect only the antichrist’s 
kingdom, net God’s people. Ex. 10. 

Ques. With the pain from the malig- 
nant uleers intensified by seorching 
frem the sun, also for the lack of 
water to cool their parched tongues, 
and they being closed in upon by such 
dense darkness which can be felt, 
what will all tis cause the inhabi- 
tants to de? : 

Ans. They will gnaw their tongues 
for pain. 

Ques. Will this now cause them to 
repent? 

Ans. No. They will blaspheme God 
because of their pains and repent not 
of their deeds. 

Ques. Why will they not repent? 

ans. They can’t because they will 
have received the mark of the beast 
during the last half of the tribulation, 
their doom will be sealed on that act. 
The faithful tribulation saints will 
be standing upon the sea of glass at 
that time. 

Ques. What happens at the outpour- 
ing of the sixth vial? 

Ans. The great Euphrates river will 
be dried up. 

Ques. Willi there be a great drouth 
at that time? 

Ans. There is muck evidence that 
there will be a great drouth. Elijah 
will be on the scene, chapter eleven 
Says they tave power to shut the 
heavens, that it rain not during the 
days of their prophecy, which will be 
three and e half years, corresponding 
doubtless te the three years and a 
half drouth im Ahab’s day. Jeremiah 
says the streams will be turned into 
pitch. The Grouth perhaps will be 
partly the eause of the great famine, 
it will dry up the tongue of the 
Egyptian sea and also the seven 
streams. The very earth will be so 
dry that it will easily éatch on fire, 
thus making preparation for the great 
burning in the day of the Lord. 

Ques. Is not this drying up of the 
Euphrates nothing more than the 
waning power of the Turkish nation? 

Ans. I know it is so understood by 


‘some but is only conjecture and for- 


eign to Bible teaching. 


Ques. What special benefit at this 
time will be the drying up of the Eu- 
phrates river? 

Ans. It will make way for the com- 
ing of the kings from the direction of 
the east (Sy. sun-rising) doubtless the 
antichrist’s kings referred to as the 
ten horns, perhaps not all ten from 
that directien, but they with their 
armies will be greatly represented in 
the great valley of destruction. This 
river has beem a hinderance to armies 


. bot at thie special gathering it will 


net hinder the speedy mobilizing to 
destruction. 
Ques. What will be the cause of the 


kings speedily landing in the place 
called Armageddon? 

Ans. They will be seduced to this 
place by three unclean spirits resem- 
bling frogs. 

Ques. Who sends forth these frog- 
like spirits? 

Ans. They issue from the mouth of 
the dragon and out of the mouth of 
the beast and out of the mouth of 
the false prophet. 

Ques. What does John say these 
spirits are? 

Ans. He says they are the spirits 
of devils working miracles. 

Ques. Where do they go with their 
miracle working power? 

Ans. They go to the kings of the 
earth to gather them together to the 
battle of the great day of God Al- 
mighty. 

Ques. To what place do they gather 
them? 


Ans. Syriae says, “They collected 
them together in a place called, in 
Hebrew, Armageddon.” Verse 16. 
This collecting is during the time 
that the river is almost dry. The 
drying up of this river is one of 
God’s signs. When this takes place 
it is time for the miracle working spir- 
its to go forth. They will deceive 
kings and armies and lead them into 
the snare because, like Satan, they 
Mwill also be deceived, he will dou 
less hope for victory to the very last. 

Ques. In anticipation of this great 
and terrible event, what does the 
Lord admonish His people to do? 

Ans. He admonishes us to watch 
and keep our garments, lest we be 
found naked. 

Ques. What is heard at the outpour- 
ing of the last vial? 

Ans. A voice saying, “It is done.” 
Also there will be voices of thunders 
and lightnings, and a great  earth- 
quake such as never had been before. 


Ques. What happens at this earth- 
quake? 


Ans. The great city (doubtless Je- 
rusalem, Zech. 14:4,5) will be divided 
into three parts. Also other cities 
fall, islands and mountains will dis- 
appear. 

Ques. What else takes place under 
this vial? . 

Ans. A great hail will fall, the 
stones weighing a talent (something 
over one-hundred pounds). and still 
they will blaspheme God. How seri- 
ous and yet it is coming to all that 


will not obey God.

Dangerous Not to Love

I notice that a great many of the 
Pentecostal people-object to any one 
having rule over the other. They 
seem to think that because they have 
the Holy Ghost they have no need of 
any one to teach or instruct them be- 
cause Jesus said the Holy Ghost 
would guide and lead into all truth. 


It is real sad to see some real hon- 
est hearted people who want to do the 
right thing taught that they do not 
need to listen to any one but let the 
Holy Ghost show them what to do. 
It is true the Holy Ghost will guide 
and lead into all truth. The truth is 
the whole Bible rightly divided. I am 
sure if any one has the Holy Ghost 
and keeps Him, He will lead you to 
“Obey them that have the rule over 
me and submit yourselves.” Heb. 13: 

The feadings of the Holy Ghost are 
always in line with the Bible but 
when people have a spirit that leads 
them contrary to the Bible, it is not 
the oly Spirit but a seducing spirit 
that Paut said some would give heed 
to in the latter times. 1 Tim. 4:1. He 
aiso said in 2 Tim. 3: 1,“ That in the 
last days perilous times shall come,” 
and goes on and tells how some people 
will be. He tells us of nineteen dis- 
positions of people. I am sure we have 
all these characters in the world to- 
day. The one I wish to call your at- 
tention te is heady. 


Heady means to be headstrong or 
what you may eall “having a head of 
your own,” which means that yeu 
know better than you could be told. 
That’s the condition of the man who 
won't obey them who have the rule 
‘over him. 

Many such. stubborn = self-willed 
people go into fanaticism by doing 
what they say the Lord showed them 
to do and some of the things they say 
the Lord shows them are entirely out 
of line with God’s Word. And quite a 
number of these self-willed preachers 
have prophesied of things that would 
happen et ai eertain date and 
that date is passed and gone 
and it hasn’t happened yet. This 
all leads me to believe they are led by 
a seducing spirit. It may be that they 
get a message in tongues and it is in- 
terpreted that such and such will hap- 
pen at a certain time and it fails to 
come to pass. There is something 
wrong about it. Even if the speaker 
and interpreter does seem to be actu- 
ated by an unseen power or spirit, 
it is not the Spirit of God that would 
make such mistakes. God will not 
tell one to do a thing and tell another 
it is wrong to do it. For in God there 
is no variableness neither shadow of 
turning. James 1:17. God is not as 
changeable as some people. Some 
people will say the Lord led them in- 
to the Church and after they get in 
and are net noticed as much as they 





would like, they begin to say the Lord 
shows them it is wrong and for them 
to get out ef it. God does not tell a 





man not to do a thing and then tell 
him to go do it, unless it is like He 


told Balaam when he wanted to 
curse the children of Israel. Num. 
22:12, 20. Even if God did tell him to 
go His anger was kindled against 
him. 


Some may be like this. They would 
like to come into the Church of God 
but they can’t agree with us on a few 
points such as baptizing in the name 
of the Father, Son and Holy Ghost, 
and the Trinity. They say baptize in 
Jesus’ name and that there is only 
one in the godhead—Jesus only. Je- 
sus told His disciples to baptize in 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost. Matt. 
28:19. And His words are _ true. 
There are plenty Scriptures to prove 
there are three in the godhead. In 
John 14:16 Jesus said, “And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever.” In many 
other places He speaks of three. Even 
the crazy man knew ihat Jesus was 
the Son of God. Matt. 8:29; Luke 8: 
28; Mark 6:7. 


There are many people’ unsettled 
on these subjects and are praying for 
the Lord to show them the truth 
about it. I am afraid a great many 
of them pray like this, “Lord, I know 
Thou art blessing the Church of God 
with headquarters at Cleveland, 
Tenn., and I would like to be a mem- 
ber but I can’t agree with them about 
the Trinity and the formula they use 
in baptizing and a few more things 
such as tithing and the government 
and, Lord, I want You to show me 
what is right.” About that time his 
mind is running back to some big ser 
mon in opposition to the Trinity and 
advocating baptizing in Jesus’ name. 
He is hoping it is like his preacher 
said it was. About that time he falls 
into a trance of some kind and sees 
wonderful things in his favor. The 
fact of the matter is, he didn’t love 
the truth at the start. The truth is 
just what Jesus said about it, but he 
hadn’t received the love for it and, 
therefore, God has given him over to 
strong delusions that he should be 
lieve a lie. It is very dangerous not 
to love the truth enough to do what 
it says but, thank God, there are a 
few who are doing what it says and 
God is setting His approval on them. 


Let us consider Paul’s case and 
see what he did when he got con- 
verted. I am sure all will say he did 
the right thing. Did he obey them 
that had the rule over him? Let us 
consider and see. We remember how 
he persecuted the saints and was 
present at the death of Stephen and 
got out papers to arrest all he found 
of the faith. Finally he was struck 
down by the power of God and was 
converted. The Lord talked to him 
and upon Paul’s request to know what 
to do, He told him to go to Damascus 
and there it would be told him what 
to do. He went on to Damascus and 
God had a man there and told him 
where to find Paul. After he found 
him, he laid his hands on him and 
Paul received his sight and the Holy 
Ghost. Paul then preached in Damas- 
cus awhile. “Yes,” some will say, 
“put he didn’t join any Church or 
come under any rule of any one. He 
was letting the Holy Ghost lead him.” 
To be sure he was and let us see what 
it lead him to do. After having 
preached in Damascus quite awhile 
he went to Jerusalem. What for? 
To join himself to the disciples which 
he did after Barnabas pled his case 
for him. What did the Lord tell him 
about preaching in Jerusalem? He 
told him they would not hear him and 
to get quickly out of the city. Acts 
22:18. Did Paul go? Yes, when he 
had taken time to join the disciples 
(the church) and they sent him to 
Tarsus. Acts 9:30. Did Paul leave 
Tarsus before he got any further or- 
ders? No. Barnabas was sent by 
the Church to Antioch and on to Tar- 
sus to seek Paul—no doubt having or- 
ders from the church to do so. This 
proves that Paul was not selfwilled 
but was willing to do the right thing 
—to obey the ones who had the rule 
over him. We find the Lord wonder- 
fully used Paul and made a man of 
him that was trusted with authority. 


I am only a licensed evangelist and 
it makes no difference with me if I’m 
always the same if it’s the Lord’s will. 
What I want is to be master of the 
situation. I want to please the Lord 
by doing my part wherever it may be. 


Come on, boys, and let’s be good 
boys and obey orders and then we'll 
never have to bear a gospel whip- 
ping from those having rule Over Us. 
Let us get to doing more and better 
work for the Lord and His Church. 
Let’s get right down to business for 
the Lord. If we don’t the devil will 
get ahead of us and get some soul we 
might have saved if we were on our 
job like we skould be.

THE KINGDOM, THE{FAMILY, 


Much has beeu said and written on 
the above subjects and many different 
opinions have been expressed. While 
we do not look to advance any new 
light on either subject we shall en- 
deavor to give a few Scripture refer- 
ences that possibly will be some help 
to the honest seekers after the truth. 

Among the first things that John 
the Baptist taught was, “Repent ye: 
for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand.” Then repentance surely must 
be a preparatory step for the king- 
dom. Paul said, “He that cometh to 
God must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that diligent- 
ly seek him.” John said, “If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousnes. Thus 
He agrees to take us in on condition 
that we confess and believe Him, 
thereby translating us from the king- 
dom of darkness into the kingdom of 
God’s dear Son and it is this opera- 
tion of the Spirit of God that makes 
us a child of God. 

Hence’ we get into the kingdom of 
God when we are born of His Spirit. 
That being the case, we are not born 
into the Church but into the kingdom. 
It is possible for one man under the 
law of the land to adopt the other 
man’s child into his family and by 
so doing he becomes his legal heir 


_ but that child could not be adopted 


by him and made his heir until after 
the natural birth of said child. Neith- 
er Can we be adopted into the family 
of God till after we are born of the 
Spirit of God. In case of the child it 
would be necessary to have the age, 
sex, name etc. Paul told the Roman 
brethren, “Ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but 
ye have received the Spirit of adop- 
tion, whereby we cry, Abba, Father.” 


Jesus told the Pharisees that if he 
“cast out devils by the Spirit of God, 
then the kingdom of God is come un- 
to you.” Matt. 12:28. The Pharisees 
were again questioning him concern- 
ing the kingdom. He said unto them, 
“The kingdom of God cometh not with 
observation: Neither shall they say, 
Lo here! or, lo there! for, behold, the 
kingdom of God is within you.” Luke 
17:20, 21. 


In Rom. 14:17 Paul had been giv- 
ing the brethren some _ instructions 
concerning their meat and said unto 
them, “For the kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink; but righteousness, 
and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost.” 
When we get into the kingdom we 
are entitled to righteousness and 
joy and peace. It is a kingdom of 
righteousness and if we are citizens 
of this kingdom we are certainly en- 
titled to its privileges and blessings.

ticle that the Church in the wilder- 
ness was God’s government there, 
hence the Church we read of in the 
New Testament today is a regular 
organized body of people with real 
Bible government. To become citi- 
zens of His government we must ac- 
cept and abide by the laws of His 
government—the Church. 


If' we are born into the Church as 
some teach, Jude must have been mis- 
taken when he said, “For there are 
certain men crept in unawares, who 
were before of old ordained to this 
condemnation, ungodly men, turning 
the grace of our God into lascivious- 
ness, and denying the only Lord Je- 
sus Christ.” If people are born into 
the Church as some teach they are, 
there are some very bad people in 
the Church and according to that kind 
of doctrine—no way to get them out. 


In Gal. 2:4 Paul declares positively 
that false brethren were brought in 
unawares who came in privately to 
spy out their liberty which they had 
in Christ Jesus, that they might 
bring them into bondage. If these 
were: born into the Church of God at 
Galatia, they must have had a private 
birth, because the brethren did not 
know at the time they came in tbat 
they were false brethren. 


Paul gave orders in 1 Cor. 5:4, that 
when they had come together to put 
away that wicked person from: among 
them. If these Corinthian people were 
born into the Church, they surely 
would have to become unborn to get 
out and the Church would have no; 
more to do with getting them out 
than bringing them in. 


Some teacn that we are baptized 
into the Church when we receive the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, if that 
is the case poor old Paul was in the 
wrong again for when he wrote 1 Cor. 
3:1 he said, “And I, brethren, could 
not speak unto you as unto spiritual, 
but as unto carnal, even as unto 
babes in Christ.” Here are some peo-' 
ple who were members of the Church 
of God at Corinth who were not sanc- 
tified (for ye are yet carnal) but Paul 
said they were in Christ (only babes), 
also members of the Church of God, 
and he was not ashamed to call them 
orethren. 


{n 1 Vor, 12:18 Paul shows us plain- 
ly that it is by one spirit that both 
Jews and Gentiles are brought into 
one body of people, because Jesus 
had broken down the middle wall or 
partition between the two and of the 
two nations had made one in Christ. 

Some teach that the Church is the 
bride.

BUT REDEEMED

Before we proceed with a few 
theughts on one of the most interest- 
img and soul cheering subjects we 
could think of—we wish to give occa- 
pion for this writing. The wise man 
gays, “To every thing there is a sea- 
@on, and a time to every purpose un- 
der the heaven.” Eccl. 3:1. Every 
#ubject must have a predicate and ev- 
ery text, a context. So it is with the 
mind, there must be an occasion for 
thought to rouse to action before it 
can begin to meditate upon any 
theme. 


‘Our every day life is amply sup 
plied with incidemts or occurrences 
which open to the mind a field of 
thought. Some of the saddest and 
miost heart rending things that oc- 
eur im this life are occasions that 
start a train of glorious thoughts to 
running through the mind. When we 
réaa or think of the tragic event of 
Calvary, the mind is immediately 
placed upon God's redeeming love for 
a lost and ruined world. 


When we are plunged into a state 
ef-either physical or mental suffering 
or when the cross seems heavy to 
bear, it is then we can read Rom. 8: 
18 and the mind is carried from the 
suffering to the glory that awaits the 
faithful, “For I reckon that the suf- 
ferings of this present time are not 
worthy to be compared with the glory 
which shall be revealed in us.” When 
we hear of the death or attend the 
funeral of a little child or a saint, 
even though the occasion is sad, the 
miad is directed to the place they 
ave gone, which is glorious to think 
upon. 


It was in the midst of a spell of 
grief and sorrow that the thought of 
“Paradise Lost but Redeemed,” came 
tushing tomy mind. Onecold wintery 

orning I sat alone in the room by 

ie fire. Wife was busy in the kitch- 
én but was going very quietly about 
her work as was her usual manner. 
The hissing sound of the glowing fire 
was about all I could hear. Indeed it 
was a very quiet and lonely time 
when thoughts began to go through 
my mind of a time when I was en- 
tertained by a baby girl of three, 
when her mama would be busy doing 
for her and me. I could think of how 
She would climb upon my knees and 
brush my hair, and at the same time 
ask questions that would take consid- 
erable mental action to ‘answer. 
Many thoughts of her clever acts and 
Pleasant entertainment that she fur- 
Wished our home went through my 
mind as I sat musing by the fire. 


It was sweet memories indeed but 
they were turned into grief as it oc- 
curred to my mind that I was think- 
ing of one that I would never see 
again in this life and that the sweet 
memories of the past were only like 
a dream. At this juncture I was so 
seized with mental agony until I ex- 
claimed with an audible voice, “My 
Lord! My Lord!” Of course the Lord 
knew that I was suffering with a brok- 
ep heart and, therefore, heard my 
prayer for help. It was then that my 
thoughts were changed and my mind 
went from the place our baby girl 
used to occupy in our home to the 
place she now occupies in the para- 
dise of God. It brought great relief 
to my mind when I thought of how 
much better situated she was than 
myself and I began to meditate upon 
what man had lost in this world but 
was redeemed for those who are ac- 
counted worthy to obtain that world. 
_ “Paradise Lost but Redeemed.”— 
The tent itself supplies us with an un- 
limited field ot fhought but in order 
to understand a text it is nééeSsary 
to examine the context. Since there 
is so much connected with the sub- 
ject to be considered and the context 
so great we will only attempt to give 
a few thoughts on the same. 


First, we will speak of some of the 
things connected with the thought of 
paradise lost which brings to the 
mind an idea of what man has missed 
in this world through the fall. The 
word paradise is of Persian origin and 
was translated from the word Eden. 
It means, an orchard of pleasure and 
fruit; an ornamental garden or pleas- 
ure ground. 


In the second chapter of Genesis 
we learn that God planted a garden 
eastward in Eden and made man its 
keeper. In that garden the Lord 
made to grow out of the ground ev- 
ery tree that was pleasant to the 
sight and good for food and to all of 
them man had free access except one. 
The fruit and pleasure that this orna- 
mental garden afforded was freely 
giyen the man to enjoy. God clothed 
him with His glory and entertained 
him with His voice so that he should 
not wam for anything. Just how 
logg man enjoyed these blessings we 
do. not know but we do know that 
mortal man does not have such a 
place to live now. The environments 
of, this life are altogether different 
for that place was lost in the fall. 


When man disobeyed God he was 
sent forth from the garden of fruits 
ang pleasure to take up his abode in 
the place he had corrupted by his sin. 
Paul tells us that the present world 
is evil. Gal. 1:4. The world today 
is evil only because evil man is its 
occupant; being blinded by the god 
of this world (Satan). See 2 Cor. 4:4. 


Because this world is evil, mankind 
ts subject to toil and sorrow, pain and 
death from the time he enters into 
it yntil he is taken out. “Although 
affliction cometh not forth of the dust, 
neither doth trouble spring out of the 
graund.” Job 5:6. “Man that is born 
of a woman is of few days, and full 
of trouble.” Job 14:1. Trouble is as 
sure to come to man in this life as he 
lives. Life in this world is a chain 
of changes from birth till death. 
Some of them are pleasant, some un- 
pleasant; some bring joy and 
so bring sorrow; some bring 


comfort and some bring pain but 
man never knows what change 
is coming until he is caught in its 
grip. The wise man tells us that we 
know not what a day may bring forth. 
See Prov. 27:1. Therefore, the whole 
of man’s life in this world is only a 
state of suspense. This being the 
case it is not surprising to know that 
death is not a terror to the redeemed 
but is a welcome visitor to those who 
have fought a good fight and finished 
their course, 


D. L. Moody in his dying moments 
said, “This is bliss.” Job could real- 
ize that in death he could have com- 
fort and longed for it. Job 6:8-10. 
Death to the saint is worth so much 
that it is precious for God to look up- 
on them as they are being removed 
from the state of suspense into the 
garden of tranquility. (See Psa. 116: 
15.) Solomon says in Eccl. 7:1 that 
the day of death is better than the 
day of one’s birth, and Paul express- 
ing himself on the same subject said, 
“For me to live is Christ (or that he 
would suffer with Christ), and to die 
is gain.” Phil. 1:21. This all goes 
to prove that there is something for 
man after death that is far better 
than a life in the present evil world 
but we must go through death to get 
to it. 


When the Lord gave commandment 
to man concerning the fruit of a cer- 
tain tree in the garden, He did not 
tell him if he ate of it He would drive 
him out but that he should die. Man 
could not have died in the garden of 
Eden for in it was the tree of life. 
Therefore, he must be driven out into 
a place of death so he could pay the 
penalty and again enter his former 
place of abode. 


Paradise Redeemed 


As we have mentioned a few things 
in connection with the thought of 
paradise lost—now let us think of 
paradise redeemed. It is true that 
the former pictures to the mind the 
dark side and we are almost made 
to shudder at the thought of what 
man is subject to in this life. But, 
nevertheless, when we come to think 
of what was lost in the first Adam 
being redeemed in the second, we get 
a glimpse of something that bridges 
us over the dark chasm of life and 
with hope which is our anchor we 
rise above the storms—“Forgetting 
those things which are behind, and 
reaching forth unto those things 
which are before.” Phil. 3: 13. 
“Those things which are before,” that 
Paul speaks of are the things that 
pertain to paradise redeemed. The 
word redeem means to purchase back. 
So paradise redeemed would mean 
that the blessings of Eden have been 
purchased back for man and lies be- 
fore him. 


We have noticed that the direction 
of the garden was eastward. The 
word in the Hebrew language that 
designates the direction east is “Ked- 
em” which means before. In_ the 
Greek it is “anatole” which also 
means before or in front of. The 
paradise of God with all its fruit and 
pleasure is before us so let us forget 
the trials of life and reach forth un- 
to those things which are before. ““To 
him that overcometh will I give to 
eat of the tree of life, which is in the 
midst of the paradise of God.” Rey. 
2:7. 

In Gen. 3:24 we notice that when 
God drove out the man from the gar- 
den of Eden, He placed guards at the 
east of it to keep the way of the tree 
of life. These guards were cherubims 
who were to keep the way of the tree 
of life—not against man but for him 
until the garden or paradise in which 
the tree is located could be redeemed 
and the way again opened for man 
to enter in. 


As we notice in the Bible the fig- 
ures that represent the cherubims and 
also the place they occupy we find 
that they were representatives of re- 
deemed creaturely life with intelli- 
gence, strength, authority and quick 
foresight. Ezekiel saw them in the 
likeness of a man with four faces and 
calls them “living creatures.” Their fac- 
es were that of a man, a lion, an ox and 
an eagle. Ezek. 1:5-10. In Rev. 4:6, 
7 they are spoken of as animals (see 
Syriac vision) that were seen around 
the throne in heaven. The first was 
like a lion, the second like a calf, the 
third had the face of a man while 
the fourth was like a flying eagle. 
These characters, doubtless represent 
the intelligence, strength, kingly au- 
thority and foresight of man in the 
perfect state that God created him 
in but was lost in Adam and redeemed 
in Jesus. Figures of cherubims were 
placed in the most holy place of 
Solomon’s temple and on each end 
of the mercy seat. Their wings were 
to cover the mercy seat. and their 
faces turned so as to ever be looking 
toward it. This arrangement of the 
cherubims of course had a signifi- 
cance. Paul tells us that the holy 
places of the temple are the figures of 
the true (heaven itself or paradise). 
Heb. 9:24. The placing of cherubims 
in the holy place of the temple was 
doubtless to show that they were the 
provisional occupants of man’s place 
in paradise until it could be redeemed 
and the way opened for him to again 
enter in. Their faces turned toward 
the blood sprinkled mercy seat was 
surely typical of God’s mercy to be 
shown in the plan of redemption that 
was inagurated when His Son was 
lifted up as was the serpent in the 
wilderness that all may look and live. 

When Jesus died He paid the penal- 
ty for Adam’s transgression and 
bought back for man all that was lost 
in the fall. Paradise or the way of 
the tree of life had been kept-by the 
cherubims but when Jesus came He 
said, “I am the way, the truth, and 
the life.’ John 14:6. He also. said 
that He would give His flesh for the 
life of the world and the writer of 
Hebrews tells us that we can enter 














into the holiest (heaven itself or 
paradise) by His blood, by a mew and 
living way which He hath consecrated 
for us through the veil, that is to say, 
His flesh. John 6:51; Heb. 10:9, 20. 

In Matt. 27:50, 51 we learm that 
when Jesus yielded up the ghost (that 
is, gave His flesh for the life of the 
world) the veil of the temple was 
rent in twain from the top to the bot- 
tom. That of course was to signify 
that the way into paradise, the anti- 
type of the holiest had been opened. 
When the thief who was crucified 
with Jesus asked to be remembered 
by Him as they were both going 
through the ordeal of death, he was 
told by the Lord that he should be 
with Him that day in paradise. Luke 
23:42, 43, That day paradise was re- 
opened or redeemed. Until that time 
not a single soul had entered paradise. 
It had been occupied by cherubims 
but on that day a great change took 
place. Jesus had given Himself a 
ransom for man and went by the 
Spirit and preached to the spirits in 
prison and led captivity captive. 1 
Pet. 3:19; Eph. 4:8. 

Prior to the death of Jesus the 
righteous souls of men were entombed 
in upper Hades and made prisoners 
of hope. When Peter rehearsed the 
prophecy of David concerning the 
resurrection and future abode of Je- 
sus after His death, he said that His 
soul was not left in hell (Hades) but 
that He was at the right hand of God. 
Acts 2: 30-33. Hades could not cap- 
tivate the soul of Jesus for He had 
the power over it. When He went 
there He took the gospel which was 
the key that unlocked the prison bars 
of death and Hades and let a multi- 
tude of captives go to paradise. Paul 
tells us that Jesus has abolished 
death and brought life and immortali- 
ty to light through the gospel. 2 
Tim. 1:10. 

That Hades before the death of Je 
sus was divided into two parts—up 
per and lower is unmistakably true. 
In Deut. 32:22 we find that God 
speaks of the lowest hell (Hades). If 
there were the lowest hell there was 
evidently another above it. In Isaiah’s 
prophecy he states that hell hath en- 
larged herself and opened her mouth 
without measure. Isa. 5:14. When 
Jesus led the prisoners of hope to 
paradise, Hades was enlarged and be- 
came the habitation of only the souls 
of the wicked. 

Since Jesus, through His flesh, has 
opened the way into paradise, the 
souls of the righteous and innocent 
goup. Paul said that he knew a man 
that “was caught up into paradise, 
and heard unspeakable words, which 
it is not lawful for a man to utter.” 
2 Cor. 12:8, 4. 


We cannot know what our loved 
ones that have gone on to paradise 
are talking about, as their words were 
too wonderful for Paul to tell us, al- 
though he heard them. Neither do 
we know the exact state of affairs in 
paradise, for we only see through a 
glass darkly but the time will come 
when we will see face to face and 
know even as we are known. We un- 
derstand of course that that time will 
be after the resurrection but we are 
glad to know that the soul does not sleep 
in the dust neither is the righteous 
soul imprisoned any more, but goes 
to be with Jesus and enjoys the 
pleasure of paradise. It may be true 
that they will not eat of the tree of 
life or enjoy the fullness until after 
the first resurrection when the body 
and all creation will also be redeemed 
and the world in which we live made 
a paradise but, nevertheless, it is evi- 
dent that when Paul was caught up 
into paradise, he saw and heard 
enough of the glory of that place to 
make him know that for him to die 
was gain or, in other words, the death 
of the body would gain for him an 
entrance into a place where the hap- 
piness would far exceed that of a life 
in this world. 

“Let me die the death of the right- 
eous, and let my last end be like 
his”! Num. 23:10.
